The Industrial Accident Board have voted that,
effective January 1, 1966, the per diem rate of compensation
for special duty nurses in attendance on workmen's compen-
sation cases will be approved at not to exceed the following
amounts:

$25,.00 for consecutive eight hour schedule,
or fraction thereof;

$37.50 for twelve hour duty;
$38.50 for twenty hour duty;
For two patients, any eight hour period, $37.50.

No additional allowance is made for board of such
special nurses.
